The gross earnings show a gratifying increase over last year, the 
increase in the number of passengers carried being 3361 and In the 
freight handled, 2618 tons. There is, however, a decrease In the net 
earnings due to the extraordinary expenditures daring the year, in- 
cluding the cost of the new Station and Improvements at Woodstock. 
Thirty-six tons of steel rails were pnrdhased and laid during the year, 
and the roadbed and other property of the Company have been ipain- 
tained in good condition. 

The last report showed bills payable amounting to ,^4,100 on June 
30, 1892. This indebtedness has been discharged, and the Directors 
take pleasure in announcing that the Company is now entirely free 
from debt. The amount appropriated out of net earnings during the 
past three years for equipment, supplies, etc., was $19,558.95 and the 
cash balance on June 30, 1893, .was $3,890.97. 

No accidents liave occurred during the year, and the Company’s 
relations are friendly with connecting roads. 

The Directors refer with sorrow to the death, on January 13th, 
1893, of Mr. Charles P. Marsh, who was for many years Clerk of the 
old Company and who acted in the same capacity with the new Com- 
pany up to the date of his death. The following resolution was unan- 
imously adopted by the Boa7Xl at a meeting held on January 23, 1893.
